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Road Commission asks for shared 
ownership of Beaver Island building 


By Norma Jean Babcock 


CHARLEVOIX: The County 
Commissioners met November 
26th to discuss whether or not the 
Charlevoix County Road Commis- 
sion should have half ownership 
of the Beaver Island Maintenance 
Garage at the end of a 20 year 
rental agreement. 

Keith Ogden, member of the 
Road Commission, came before 
County Commissioners to share 
the details of a plan that was out- 
lined on November 25 at the Road 
Commission meeting. The origi- 
nal agreement would allow the 
Road Commission to have partial 
ownership of the Beaver Island 
Maintenance Garage building at 
the end of 20 years. During those 
twenty years they would pay 
$6,000 a year in rent and pay for 
utilities incurred at the building. 


At the completion of the twenty 
years they would be given half 
ownership of the building. 

Ogden stated that the choice to 
have half ownership was influ- 
enced by insurance premium 
rates. If the County owned the 
building those rates were higher, 
however if it was partially owned 
by the Road Commission they 
could find lower rates. 

“This would be an advantage to 
both of us. If we own the build- 
ing jointly we can take advantage 
(of lower premiums). If you own 
the building we can’t,” said Ogden 
of the benefits to Commissioners 
in supporting this plan. 

County Commissioners were di- 
vided about the plan. Some feel 
that the plan presents no problem 
to the area. Other commissioners 
feel that the county should own 
the building as per the original 


agreement since the County 
footed the bill to make it. Several 
Commissioners cited this as rea- 
soning for rejecting the offer, or at 
the very least re-formatting the 
plan. One reformat would include 
lengthening the rental agreement 
to 40 years with $6,000 in rent a 
year, at which point the Road 
Commission will have paid for 
half of the building and could 
rightly ask for half ownership. 

Commissioner Chris Christen- 
son felt strongly opposed to the 
initial plan presented by Ogden, 
even questioning the motive of 
the Road Commission. He ex- 
pressed concern that more than 
wanting lower insurance rates, 
the Road Commission worried 
that the County would rescind its 
support of them at a time. 

“We are going to make deci- 
sions based on the fact that they 


are afraid that someday we are 
going to turn our back on them 
because they don’t have owner- 
ship. That’s not good faith,” said 
Christenson. 

No comment was made by the 
Road Commission regarding this 
motive, but they did state that re- 
formatting was entirely possible 
and the forty year agreement 
could be approved. 

County Commissioners decided 
not to make a decision at this 
point, rather wanted more time to 
discuss a suitable reformat and 
give their Civil Counsel time to 
draw up a motion that had the 
consensus of all the Commission- 
ers. The issue will be taken up fur- 
ther at the next commission 
meeting on December 11th at 9:30 
a.m.

Land Information Access Associa- 
tion (LIAA) in the past, and if the 
city chooses to have LIAA facilitate 
the process of creating an updated 


Master Plan, they will be able to con- 


duct a comprehensive planning 
process with the $65K. 

According to Yonker, the plan 
could include a placemaking char- 
rette, a progress website, extensive 
public input, an emphasis on sus- 
tainability and community re- 
siliency, extensive mapping 
capabilities and more. 

In the future, such a Master Plan 
could closely be tied with grant 
money for community projects. 

Before moving forward with the 
Master Plan project, City Commis- 


sioners are asking whether $65K is 
the dollar figure that should be 
spent. 

Crossing into unfamiliar territory, 
commissioners have tabled any deci- 
sion-making regarding the project 
until their December 17 meeting. 

“T don’t know what it should cost,” 
said Commissioner Tony Cutler. “I 
don’t know if [$65K] is good or bad.” 

Cutler hopes to discuss how much 
atypical project like this costs at the 
next city commission meeting and 
would like to further understand the 
reasons behind all of the costs. 

Mayor Peck reminded the com- 
mission at Tuesday’s meeting that 
the city would only be contributing 
$15K out of the General Fund for the 
project no matter the total cost. 

“Whoever we hire to do the plan 
will communicate with the commu- 
nity...and they will involve all of the 
groups within the community,” said 
Mayor Peck.

How To Maintain a Healthy Weight

You are healthy now — and 
you want to stay that way. One of 
the best ways to maintain good 
health is to maintain a healthy 
weight level. 

Eating the right foods — and 
the right amounts — and incor- 
porating some exercise into your 
daily activities can go a long way 
to fend off all manners of possi- 
ble health problems down the 
road. 

If you are just finishing up a 
diet that helped you get to your 
target weight level, you may be 
scared that you’ll be stuck diet- 
ing forever. Not so, says Amy 
Weld, a nutritionist at a Detroit 
area hospital. “Developing a new 
plan after the slimming down 


portion of the diet is over is just 
as important as the diet itself. 

While some successful slim- 
mers prefer to immediately in- 
crease their calorie intake, 
others prefer to do it in steps. In 
many ways, this is a good idea as 
it helps you to concentrate on 
getting your extra calories by 
gradually increasing the portion 
sizes of the foods you’re already 
eating rather than suddenly 
adding in chocolate, crisps, 
booze and takeaways. 

Build a healthy base by eating 
vegetables, fruits, and grains (es- 
pecially whole grains) with little 
added fat or sugar. 

Select sensible portion sizes. 

Get moving. Get regular physi- 
cal activity to balance calories 
from the foods you eat. 


Set a good example for chil- 
dren by practicing healthy eat- 
ing habits and enjoying regular 
physical activities together. 

Keep in mind that even though 
heredity and the environment 
are important influences, your 
behaviors help determine your 
body weight. 

Weld offers a possible five-step 
plan to maintain your new 
healthier weight. 

Step 1 - Once you reach target, 
add 250 calories a day to your ex- 
isting daily calorie intake. This 
means if you’ve been having 
1,250 calories each day, you 
should now have 1,500 calories a 
day. 

Step 2 - After a week, weigh 
yourself on your usual scales. 
You'll probably have lost a little 
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more weight. If so, add another 
250 calories to last week’s daily 
allowance. So, if you were hav- 
ing 1,500 calories a day, now have 
1,750 calories daily. 

Step 3 - After another week, 
weigh yourself again. If you’ve 
lost more weight, add an extra 
250 calories to your daily intake, 
for example from 1,750 calories 
to 2,000 calories each day. 

Step 4 - After another week, if 
your weight has stabilized that’s 
the amount of calories you need 
each day to keep your new slim 
shape. If you’ve gained a tiny 
amount, drop your daily calorie 
intake by 100 calories, for exam- 
ple, from 2,000 calories to 1,900 
calories daily. After a week, 
weigh yourself again. If your 
weight has stayed the same, 


that’s the amount of calories you 
need each day for weight mainte- 
nance. If your weight has gone 
up or down, juggle your daily 
calorie intake by 50 calories a 
day until your weight eventually 
stabilizes. 

Step 5 - Weigh yourself once a 
week on your usual scales until 
you are confident that you’re 
maintaining your healthy 
weight. 

Weld says as important as eat- 
ing right is being active. While 
regular trips to the gym are part 
of daily life for some people, that 
doesn’t match the lifestyle of 
others.

Author Inspired by Grandson

It is considered by many to bea 
parent’s worst nightmare - the death 
of a child. 

Not so for Nancy Beaver. Nancy 
has three children, Lisa, Brian and 
Jess. Her son, Brian, died in Janu- 
ary 2007, at age 27. His wife, Kristi, 
was pregnant with twins and was 
caring for their young son, Aidyn 
Florian. 

Nancy explains, “When my son 
died, Aidyn was three and a half. At 
first, Aidyn talked and laughed with 
Daddy. He said he saw him, he 
talked to him and other people who 
had passed, describing people and 
calling them by name, and he had 
never met these people.” 

He described his paternal great- 
grandparents in great detail, 
“Gramma Bridget” was wearing a 
blue dress and “Grampa Tom” was 
holding a coffee cup. Both had 
passed long before Aidyn was born. 
He also saw his cousin Shawn, 
whom he had never met. 

His Mom, Kristi, had no idea who 
he was talking about since she had 
never met these people either and 
did not recognize the names. She 
thought Aidyn was going crazy 
until she was told who these people 
were. 

Aidyn saw his dad’s lifeless body, 
but continued to act as though 
Brian was still around him. Nancy 
continues, “It was very comforting, 
not only because Aidyn was carry- 
ing on as though his daddy hadn’t 
died, but because it was very believ- 
able, and those of us who were 
grieving and couldn’t see Brian felt 
better knowing he was still with 
us.” 

Why the book? 

Aidyn’s reaction after his dad 
died and Nancy’s own experiences 
confirmed what she believed - that 
we don’t die. The energy that makes 
us who were are continues after the 
physical body stops functioning. 

When Aidyn was about five years 
old, he became extremely afraid of 
death. Aidyn would wash his hands, 
wouldn’t touch anything and could- 
n’t sleep because he was so afraid of 
dying. Nancy thought that because 
others around him were still 
mourning Brian’s death, he started 
to question his beliefs. 

“T wrote the book as a reminder of 
what Aidyn had taught us, that we 
are energy, energy never dies, and

Iam 
hopeful that the book will remind 
others of what they have forgotten, 
that we are eternal, that love is for- 
ever, and there is nothing to fear. 
Life is supposed to be fun. Death 
tends to be seen as an ending, some- 
thing to fear. The book reminds us 
that we don’t die, there is no death. 
We are eternal. There is nothing to 
fear.” 

Aidyn is now 10 years old. He is 
disappointed that he no longer sees 
his daddy. His younger sisters, 6- 
year-old twins Ava and Elli, con- 
tinue to talk and play with their 
daddy.

Restore helps build dreams 


When someone purchases an item 
from the vast inventory of new and 
gently used home improvement 
products at the 9,500 square foot 
Habitat for Humanity Restore facil- 
ity in Harbor Springs, they not only 
enjoy huge savings in price, they are 
helping to build the new home 
dreams of the families the Habitat 
organization helps each year. It is 
truly a win-win situation, the ex- 
pansion of a vision that began back 
in 1976 when Millard and Linda 
Fuller founded Habitat for Human- 
ity. To date, over 400,000 affordable 
houses have been built by Habitat 
affiliates, housing more than 2 mil- 
lion people worldwide. 

Harbor Springs Habitat for Hu- 
manity Restore Director, Bob By- 
strom, states, “There were 28 
Restores in Michigan when we 
started this one four years ago.

home improvement items, such as 
windows, doors, plumbing and elec- 
trical products, lawn and garden 
products, light fixtures, paint and 
more.” 


The inventory also includes a con-

About the only type of item 
they don’t carry is clothing, and as 
with every Habitat for Humanity 
Restore in the state, they no longer 
accept box springs or mattresses. 
Bystrom notes that local busi- 
nesses, area contractors, and people 
in the community donate the vast 
majority of the items offered in the 
store. Since Habitat for Humanity 
Restore is a non-profit organization, 
those donations are typically tax-de- 
ductible for the donor. Proceeds 
from the sales at the Restore are uti- 
lize to assist affiliate Northwest 
Michigan Habitat for Humanity 
build quality, energy efficient, new 
home for families in Emmet and 


Charlevoix Counties. 

“When we open our doors back in 
March of 2007,” Bystrom recalls, 
“Norwest Michigan Habitat for Hu- 
manity was building approximately 
one and a half homes per year. That 
capacity has now jumped to four to 
five homes per year, and last year 
there were seven active projects. 
Since opening, we also estimate that 
we have diverted approximately

Dear Dave, 

Tm in the military, and my wife and I have $13,000 
in the bank along with $35,000 in a Roth IRA. We also 
have no debt, and we put $3,500 into our savings ac- 
count each month. Our new baby is due to arrive in 
January, so do you think this would be a good time to 
buy our first home?

Dear Tom, 

Based on the market alone, it’s a great time to buy a 
house. Interest rates are fantastic, and prices are re- 
covering but still buyer-friendly. However, consider- 
ing your wife’s delivery date and the fact that it takes 
a while to find and complete the process of buying a 
home, I think I’d wait on this. Moving is stressful 
enough under normal circumstances, but combining 
that with a pregnancy could shoot your wife’s stress 
levels into the stratosphere. I really don’t think you 
want to do that to her. And speaking as an old mar- 
ried guy, it’s something you don’t want to experience, 
either. 

Another thing to consider is if there’s a good 
chance you'll be reassigned in the next four or five 
years. We work with the military a lot, and that 
means we see people who buy, and get stuck with, 
homes all over the country. These places usually be- 
come rental homes because they don’t sell quickly. 
And this is a situation you want to avoid because 
being a long-distance landlord is a real pain. 

If everything falls into place, you could easily have 
enough set aside for a big down payment a few 
months after the baby arrives. At that point, things 
will feel a little more settled. I know the temptation is 
great right now to move into a place you can call your 
own, but you want buying a home to be a blessing, not 
a curse. Take a little more time, and see how things 
feel career- and family-wise in a few months. That’s 
my advice.

MEDICARE OPEN 
ENROLLMENT FOR 2014 


Hopefully all Medicare bene- 
ficiaries are aware that we are 
currently in the Medicare Open 
En-rollment Period. The time 
for new enrollments runs from 
October 15th through Decem- 
ber 7th. This is when new en- 
rollments can take place for 
Medicare Prescription Drug 
Plans and Medi-care Advan- 
tage Plans for the upcoming 
year. 

Each year can bring about 
changes in the Medicare drug 
plan offerings as follows: 

Often there are new plans of- 
fered and some are terminated 
Monthly premiums _ often 
change Drugs that are ap- 
proved for coverage under plan 
(formularies) can change The 
deductibles often change The 
co-pay charges can vary from 
year-to-year 

Existing plans may not pro- 
vide the same level of cover- 
age in the donut hole or gap. 

These are just a few reasons 
that Medicare beneficiaries 
should review their prescription 
drug plans each year, even if 
their list of medications remains 
the same.

MEDICARE NEWS 


There are currently 31 stand- 
alone prescription drug insur- 
ance plans authorized by 
Medicare for 2014. In addition, 
there are another 5 plans that 
are under sanction and may 
possibly be available for the 
upcoming year, providing that 
the plan sponsors are able to 
demonstrate to Medicare that 
they can meet all of the require- 
ments going forward. 

While there are a large num- 
ber of drug plans available, it is 
important to keep in mind that 
the only way to make a correct 
choice is to do an analysis 
using Medicare’s Plan Finder 
located at 
https:/Awww.medicare.gov/find- 
a-plan. Once the personal in- 
formation and medications are 
en-tered, plans can be com- 
pared to determine which are 
going to work best. Enrollment 
in a dif-ferent plan can also be 
done using the same website. 
If a Medicare beneficiary wants 
to stay in the same plan for 
2014, then nothing needs to be 
done, presuming that their plan 
is still avail-able for next year. 

For those who do not feel 
comfortable doing their own on- 
line plan search, help is avail- 
able from the 
Medicare/Medicaid Assistance 
Program (MMAP). Trained
